go along with the polls which indicate that Gov. 
William Milliken is jusi ua voupic of percentage 
points ahead of his Democratic rival, State Sen. 
Sander Levin. The narrow margin between the two 
means that the race still is to be decided, and 
either man could win. 


In a side by side comparison, Milliken appears 
to be slightly ahead. But you just have to be 
impressed with the strength that Levin marshalled 
on primary day when he buried three other 
opponents — at least one of them better known 
then he was. That Levin suppori was not manifest 
before the primary, but it sure came on strong in 
the clinches. 


In Michigan there are more Democrats than 
there are Republicans; a Republican candidate to 
win a statewide race must attract Democratic 
support, plus independent support. A Democratic 
candidate to win need not attract either; he could 
win on straight Democratic votes, if they al] stayed 
in their own party column. 


In the primary, it appeared that Levin 
commanded just such down-the-line loyalty from 
key party elements. If it is there again on Nov. 3, 
then Michigan might weil have a. new governor. 

And that’s how it looks from here.
